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Michigan State Police 
shoot armed man in VBT

Road and East Huron River Drive in Van 
Buren Township was closed to traffic at 
about 1 p.m. as Michigan State Police 
Troopers confronted a man in a pick up 
truck and then shot him when he allegedly 
pointed a gun at them 

Huron Valley Ambulance took the white. 
male, who was shot in the side, to St 
Joseph Mercy Hospital where he died. 


Police have identified him as Richard 
Parent, 37, of Flat Rock. 

MSP Lt. Michael Shaw told television 
crews at the scene that Parent was stopped 
at about 12:48 pum. on Van Born and 
Telegraph roads in Taylor for a traffic 
infraction. He was not wearing a seatbelt 


Lt. Shaw said Parent would not produce a 
driver's license, saying he was a "sovereign. 
citizen" and didn't have to have a driver's 
license because he was not really a citizen. 
of the U. 

He rolled up the window on his black 
Ford F-150 truck and police broke a buck 
window trying to get him to come out of 
the vehicle. 


Parent then drove off, with police in 
pursuit, through city streets at up to 70 mph 
and more than 100 mph on the freeways 
as he got on westbound I-94 to northbound 
1-275 to Ford Road to Cherry Hill and 
finally to H: 

After he got off the freeway, police 
ried two PIT (precision immobilization 
technique) maneuvers, with one trooper 
suffering a seriously dislocated thumb in 
the collision from the first PIT. That trooper

was evaluated at a hospital and since has 
been released. 

The pursuit ended after the second PIT 
caused the truck to spin out and police 
boxed it in near the corner of Haggerty and 
East Huron River Drive, at the entrance to 
Lower Huron Metropark. 
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Parent got out and ran to a treeline 
He allegedly took a shooting stance and 
two state troopers fired. One is a 1 
Veteran and one is an eight-year veteran. 

Lt. Shaw said there was no identification. 
on the driver, but he later was identified and 
police are looking into his background. 

He said Parent could have been given a 
simple citation for not wearing a seatbelt 
or the trooper could have given him a 
warning 

Lt. Shaw said he has seen an increase in 
people refusing to follow the commands of 
law enforcement officers. 

He said the Michigan State Police is 
ating the shooting as it usually 
investigates its own cases. A 9mm Glock. 
handgun reportedly was found at the scene 
and Lt, Shaw said they would be doing 
tests to see if it had been fired.

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VB millage committee presents town hall to convince voters

An hour-long, town hall gathering to 
encourage voters to approve the 6 5-millage 
for Van Buren Township Public Safety was 
held Sept. 29 at Fire Hall #2 on Belleville 
Road. 

‘The format was to present promotions 
of different activities of the police and fire 
departments, showing how important the 
work is. The second half of the meeting 
had VBT Supervisor Linda Combs reading 
selected questions written on cards by 
members of the audience. 

The whole meeting was being recorded. 
by at least three video cameras and one still 
camera for use in the commercials to be 
"un on the website supporting the millag 
and, perhaps, on YouTube. 

Camera tripods and cameramen took up 
the front row of a section of the audience 
and audience members had to move to get 
a better view 

One question: “Why does VBT not seem 
io enforce ordinance violations?” was 
answered by Public Safety Director Greg 
Laurain. 

He said two years ago they reorganized 
and the police department took over the 
ordinance department. He said right now 
they have 1.5 ordinance officers who try 
io get people to follow the ordinance: 
He said one ordinance officer is out on 
medical, so they only have one person on 
duty. He said Police Chief Jason Wright 
oversees the ordinance work and they are 
looking at 2017 for more in the budget for 
ordinance: 

Another question: “Do all police officers. 
have body cams?” 

Director Laurain said, "No. It's a new 
lool for police, from the last three to four 
ars... We've been researching this for 
the last three years. 


He said cach patrol car has video recorders 
and, "We embrace the body camera ... but 
there are so many manufacturers.” Also, 


the technology is changing. He said his 
department is networking with Canton and 
Livonia, who don’t have body cams. 

Director Laurain said there are redacting 
issues and whether to leave them on all 
the time, Also, the storage of data is very 
expensive. "That's the biggest thing,” he 
said 

He said in Grand Rapids they had to pay 
$900,000 alone for storage: 

Another question: “If the millage doesn’t 
pass, will response time go up?" 

“Iwill affect everything across the board 
in public safety,” Laurain said. “... That's 
why it’s so important to maintain.”

Laurain said the VBT Public Safety 
Department has 40 sworn police officers 
42 fire fighters, 10 dispatchers, and 2 
ordinance officers. 

Last year, When the 6.5-mill proposal 
failed, there were immediate threats to cut 
jobs in public safety. But, that blew over 
after a big hubbub. 

Clerk Leon Wright said the public safety 
budget now is at $8 million with a dedicated. 
millage of just 4 mills. 

The 6.5 mills proposed will bring about 
$6.4 million when itis first levied in winter 
2017, so the township board still will have 
to add more funds for the department 
budget, he said. 

Clerk Wright said the township operates 
‘on just 9 mills plus landfill tipping fees 

“There are obligations coming that the 
township is going to be responsible for, 
Clerk Wright said, referring to the Visteon 
bond shortfall in 2019. 

“A decision was made in 2003 to move 
the township forward,” Wright said of the 
township board vote to pledge the full faith 
and credit of Van Buren Township to pay 
bonds to help construct Visteon Village 

“The LDFA [Local Development Finance 
Authority] is not collecting enough to pay 
for the bonds,” Wright said, noting the 
last 12 years of the bond have balloon 
payments, 

While the township expected growth to 
provide taxes to pay for the bonds, in 2007- 
8 the bottom fell out of the economy, he 
said. An appeal to the Tax Tribunal resulted. 
in less money in taxes. 

“Yes, the 6.5 mills will be dedicated to 
public safety, but they will still need some 
help.” said VBT Treasurer Sharry Budd. 
“They will get money from the landfill for 
extra things. They may not get a whole lot 
more, but the millage will be dedicated to 


them 

Another question: “Can the township 
guarantee public safety will continue on 
the same level for the next 5-10 years if the 
millage fails?" 

Police Chief Wright said, “If the money 
is not there, 1 don’t know how I would pay 
for this... service. Ifthe board doesn’t give 
me the same amount of money? I work 


with what I have.” 
“If it doesn’t pass, what is going to 
happen?” asked VBT Police Officer 
Adam Byrd, who is running the website 
promoting the millage and putting together 
newspaper ads. 
“The new board will make the decision. 


he said, noting the more than $4 million 
public safety uses above its dedicated four 
mills is depleting the general fund. 

“Our community cannot survive 
continually depleting the general fund.” 
Officer Byrd said.

At a recent township board meeting 
Officer Byrd said if the township gets an 
emergency manager, he wouldn't be able 
to touch a dedicated millage, but could 
otherwise make cuts to public safety. 

Another question: “Are there still 
tw be blended rates?” 

Police Sgt. Marc Abdilla, a blended rate 
officer and also president of the fre fighters 
union, said, "This is being phased out.” He 
said once there were 10-11 blended rate 


ing 


officers, but now there are 5 police officers 
and one ordinance officer under blended 
rales, 


ing to hire any more,” 
he said. "I was able to Work 144 hours 
a month in the fire department on top of 
working in the police department. This 


creates a problem for the budget. Recently 
We have negotiated and cut our hours to 60 
hours a month from 144. We understand 
the problem on the budget.” 

Medina Atchinson asked what the benefits 
to the township were for Sgt. Abdilla to be 
a blended rate officer and Abdilla said he 
is a professional who can do two jobs and 
use those skill sets wherever he is. And. 
only one person is being paid health and 
retirement benefits 

“If there are two people on a truck and 
Tm there [as a police officer], I would be 
able to work the truck and the two fire 
fighters can go in and fight the fire,” he 
said, referring to fire fighting rules. “Every 
second counts because a fire doubles in 
size every minute."

I still have people 
in the community come up to me to give 
me support and encouragement towards my 
future. I lived here all my life, since I was 
three years old.

I would like to share that on March 8, 2016,

| awoke every single day to a full-blown 
anxiety attack that lasted all day until my 
sleeping pill would help me get to sleep.

| have been enjoying life again with a much 
more appreciation than I ever had before 
Things are more beautiful to me, people are 
more amazing to me, and I feel every day I 
wake up and sce my dog Bella is a blessing 
io me. 

Since 1 woke up that March 8", I have 
done so many things I never could have done 
while I was sick. In May, I started to go to 
Planet Fitness with thanks to a Planet Fitness 
worker I only know as Tiffany. In June, I 
went to Belleville High School to stand up 
against unjustified and falsified papers in my 
employee file signed by my old principal and 
superintendent plus his accomplices. First 
ime to BHS since I got sick. In July, I went 
io a Detroit Tigers game for the first time in 
six years. On Aug. 2, I voted at the polling 
sation for the first time in seven years. 
Thanks to my uncle, Russ Canell, and my 
sood friends, George Buhro and Scott Wilsey, 
I have golfed several times this summer after 
avoiding this for six years. now enjoy going 
io different restaurants to try their food, I 
have yet to try Egan's Pub, which opened 
while I was sick. Ihave heard so many good 
things about the food and atmosphere of this 
place, I can't wait to try a sandwich! I have 


yet to try the Lunchbox, Hidalgo's, Kabob's 
Garden Mediterranean Restaurant, and JT's 
Pub and Grub. I might be missing a few. 
but what an awesome town to have so many 
different options! 

1 would like to state the Van Buren Public 
Schools were lucky to have Shirley Mays 
work for the district for 28 years! She was 
given an awesome ceremony and a certificate 
thanking her for her dedication and work in 
the district. Those that know her, will tell you 
what an amazing woman she was. The district 
was also lucky to have myself working for the 
district for 15 years as a sub, teacher, coach of 
baseball and football. I did so many favors for 
the district as a sub with unfulfilled promises. 
1 did many favors for the district without 
receiving appreciation, but was supported by 
several administrators that gave me such kind 
words and recognition of things I did. I did a 
lot of favors for the athletic department that 
was recognized only by the most incredible 
person you could know, Diane Kiessel. She 
did so much for you as a coach, that if she 
asked you for a favor, you owed it to her, 
‘The ending of my career here at Van Buren 
Public Schools ended so ugly, that in my 
employee file it has me resigning and being 
fired.

This 
district has had 48 years of service from the 
Mays family. 

Several people asked me why did I continue 
working for the district after receiving such 
horrible treatment from this monster.

At that moment, I 
knew I wanted to teach history at Belleville 
High School and coach baseball and football 
So as I looked at it, I worked hard to fulfill 
my dream jobs. This was my community, not 
his. The students and players that I've had at 
BHS throughout my career has been such a 
blessing, how could I leave this place? 

I was so glad to see that the old 
superintendent was exposed for the man 
he truly is and this awesome community 
fought for what is right. Although I can't 
understand the few that followed him and 
believed in him after the numerous amount 
of lives he destroyed on his campaign. They 
mention that he really wanted what is best 
for kids. This may have been true. But what 
many of us, whose lives he destroyed and 
those that worked for him knew his prime 
motivation. Power. He was exactly the same 
as a colleague. As many in the community, 
1 was outraged that somehow this monster 
was given such a great severance package! 
I'm trying to remember, was it $340,000 of 
the district money and benefits paid by the 
district until 2017? 1 really have to question 
this decision. Did they have the district's and 
kids’ best interest in mind? Especially after 
the disaster he and his accomplices created 
with those awesome teachers at Savage. God 
bless those teachers! 

T wanted to add a couple personal thoughts 
about my career. I remember people saying 
we needed to go outside the district for a 
superintendent. They were sick of the good 
old boy system. Well, personally, Louise 
Williamson and Larry Tabor never made me 
feel like just an employee. They made me feel 
like a part of a team for the primary purpose, 
what is best for our students. The same 
goes for two head principals that made you 
part of their team, Bruce Green and Kevin 
Kelly. Kevin Kelly was my favorite of all 
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administration. Kevin would do small things 
like say thank you for your hard work and 
wish you a good holiday. Do you realize how 
small things like that makes an employee 
want to work harder at their job! After them, 
there was never praise or appreciation. It 
was a long string of people telling what you 
were doing wrong. Never any appreciation or 
thanks. Maybe my colleagues felt different, 
1 don't know. 

The best for last. In July, I met with new 
Superintendent Pete Kudlak over the matter 
of those ugly falsified papers in my employee 
file. The person I met that day was truly 
an incredible person. I did not get what 1 
wanted, but what Mr. Kudlak offered was 
awesome, He allowed me to put the truth 
in my employee file. But most important, 
Mr. Kudlak offered the ear from someone 
who cared in the top position in the district. 
He gave me an opportunity to stand up for 
myself, something 1 couldn't do before. He 
gave me respect that I haven't felt by VBPS 
in many years. In one hour, I walked out of 
the administration building finally feeling 1 
can put this whole mess behind me and move 
‘on to the next chapter of life, All because of 
our new Superintendent, Pete Kudlak. Ms. 
Otzman, I don’t believe I can work as of right 
now. But, God willing, I plan on searching 
for a teaching job next school year. I really 
have full confidence that Pete Kudlak is what 
this district and community needs to heal. 
1 feel that the teachers in the district will 
finally, after many years, get the appreciation 
of your hard work and love for your students.

First, believe that it can happen. We 
cannot afford to be lulled into complacency 
by a misguided belief that, "That could 
never happen here; this is America.”

Language counts. We teach our child 
it is wrong to call each other names, not 
just because that behavior is impolite, but 
because it obscures the argument. Nam 
calling takes us farther from understanding 
each other, farther from peaceful resolution 
of our disagreements. Name-calling is 
a thin wedge that is too easily inserted 
into our discourse, with the intent of

dehumanizing others. 
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people. Once members of a group are seen 
as “less-than-human” then they become 
fair game for inhumane treatment. 

A charismatic leader can sway masses of 
people by appealing to the basest elements 
of their nature. It is so comforting to be 


told that someone else is to blame for one's 
hardships; then we can feel justified in 
resenting them, which leads, very naturally 
to attacking them. 

We can avoid a cataclysmic repetition of 
history. We must pay attention. We must 
strive to live according to high ideals. We 


must not allow ourselves to be seduced 
into following a leader who encourages us 
to hate and mistrust others 

It is my fervent hope that the sacrifices 
of my parents, and all who work to 
enhance understanding and peace, 
not be squandered. I believe we can move 
toward greater enlightenment, We do not 
need to descend into another dark age of

out what financing was available to the city 
under the law. 

Since the proposed upgrading of city 
streets was estimated at about $10 million 
and the city’s present bonding capacity 
is just $4,868,862, other options were 
discussed. 

‘One of the best options s 
having Harbour Pointe subdivision, which 
has the Worst streets in the city, and Victoria 
Commons subdivision, which has some 
bad streets, request Special Assessment 
Districts. Under the SAD, the property 
owners would request the SAD and pay for 
the street work, with the pledge of the full 
faith and credit of the city. 

Also, another SAD could be set up for 
one or more other sections of the city. 

All of the SADs could be issued at the 
came time, but costs would be different for 
property owners, depending on the work 
lcd in that particular district. 

Under a SAD, those properties that don't 
pay property taxes, such as schools and 
churches, would be required to pay thei 
share for the street work, since they utilize 
the str 

Councilman Tom Fielder pointed out 
that the city has 25% of its properties non- 
taxable. 

It was uncertain whether the property 
owners would pay by frontage foot or just 
have all the parcels counted and the cost for 
their separate SAD divided among them. 

Blanchett, who is the city’s financial 
advisor for the project, said she would be 
able to get more precise numbers together 
in about a week.

Commission chairwoman Carol 
Thompson said the township's Planned 
Residential Development (PRD) agreement 
was made just for the Country Walk project. 
and, she said, "The PRD is not living up 
to our plans.” She asked township staff to 
look at changing it and to come up with a 
faster process for PRDs. 

The existing PRD was approved in 
2002, amended in 2005, and had expired. 
A memorandum of understanding was 
approved in July 2015 between VBT, 
Country Walk Three Homeowners 
Association, and Blue Country Walk, LLC. 
This outlined the responsibilities of the 
parties with regards to completion of the 
development and required compliance with 
the PRD agreement 

Gilbert Homes was asking for revisions 
to the plan for single-family architectural 
elevations. At first, Gilbert presented a 
single home plan for all 10 house, but when 
it was told they had to be substantially 
different, it presented three different plans. 

Commissioners said they didn’t like

He went through a list of management 
methods and the costs, which go up very 
high and have to keep being redone 

“What can VBT do?” he asked 

He answered himself, saying there is 
moving water in the lake and the milfoil is 
difficult to eradicate

Weed management. There is no funding in 
the current structure.” 

He said the MDEQ has to approve 
treatments and the herbicide treatment is 
not popular with them. 

He said property owners around the lake 
could set up a special assessment district of 
$1,000 per year times 300 residents for five 
years. 

There are no grants available and no 
magic solution.

LICENSE, REQUIRING ALL OVERSITE OF THE EXISTING DOG ORDINANCE TO BE ADMINISTERED BY THE TOWNSHIP TREASURER'S OFFICE, TO AMEND 
THE DANGEROUS ANIMAL SECTION AND TO PROVIDE PENALTIES FOR VIOLATION OF THIS ORDINANCE, 


THE PEOPLE OF THE TOWNSHIP OF SUMPTER HEREBY ORDAIN: 


See. 1. Purpose. 


The purposes of this Ordinance is to amend the existing Township Ordinance Article Il ("Ordinance") pertaining to the regulation of dog ownership, licensing and

(4) — Require the owner to obtain liability insurance coverage in an amount not less than $500,000 to protect the public from any damage or harm caused by the animal 
in the future.

Armed robber hits 
BP gas station 


Van Buren Township police are seeking a 
black male who robbed the BP gas station 
at Haggerty Road and 1-94 early Sunday 
morning and got away with about $1,100 
in cash and $150 in cigarettes.
